HAYTL

The President's Mossnge,

One of the first official acts of the new Presis
dent of Hayty, recently eleoted under the new
eonstitution, bas been to present to the Consti-
tuent Assembly,sulll In sesslon, an elaborate
report of the present conditlon of the republle.
The document throws considerable light on the
state of affairs in Haytl, and indicates, at the
sawe time, the poliy of the present Govern-

ment,

The President beging by announcing that

oo and order prevall thronghont the repub-

ﬂ?. with the exception of the commune of Val-
liere, and the parts adjncent thereto, where a
horde of brigands have taken refuge, and are
engaged In pillage, accompanied by acts of
assassination, SBeveral companlies of soldiers
have been sent agalnst them, and a number of
the National Goard have joined the army as an
anxiil foree, 1t was hoped, therefore, that
the bands of wbb‘;:m and murderers would be
speedily dispersed.

The finances of the country were foand by
the new Government in a most disturbed state,
and the public treasury was all butempty. The
most rigid sconomy would therefore bé peoes-

in the adminisiration of the affairs; and
such economy the Government pledges ltself to
adhere to striolly, Owlng to the present poverty
of the lreasury, no public works of utllity can
be ut Prmnl nndertalen,

Agriculiure, whioh is described in the report
a8 the grand source of Hayulan progperity,
offers great hopes for the present year; and as
& large number of soldlers will shortly be dig-
charged from the army, and remitted Lo the
cultivation of the soil, the falure prospacts of
this Important branch of national lndustry
must bo regarded as exceedingly hopefual. AW
facilities for the transport of produoce are of the
first necessity, the Government will give lm-
mediate attéention to the construction and
repairs of the public roads—a malter hitherto
shamefully neglected. The agrioultural popu-
iation, which the report speaks of as an "“inte-
resting population,” will engage the sollcltude
of the Government, of which, the Presldent
Bays, “they are worthy,"

hea army Is to be reorganized with a view to

soonomy in expenditure and better dispiplins,
The number of soldlers will be greatly reduced.
The reorganization caunnot be Immedintely
effected, but steps have been already taken to
earry it out with intelligence and judgment.

Ueneral Pope suye it can be readily seen, from
the speech itgell, the character of the man, who
in the representative of a large clase, and the
hopelessness of auy satisfactory reconstruetion
of the Southern States while such men retain
influence. General Pope says It would not be
difficult to find in the wvioleut speeches of guch
men abondant cause for silencing them, buat re-
construction accomplished inthat manner would
be no index of the public sentiment, and might,
and probavly would, result, after a year or
two, in & relapse of the people into the same
condition of bondage to these leaders, which
would lead necessarily to a reproduction of toe
same condition of things which demanded the
passage of the Reconstruction acts, 1t is betier
that the battle should be fought out now, and
openly, In consequence of the disfranchise.
ment of the leading Rebels, the people are
relieved from the incabus of the old politionl
leaders, and forced to Lhink for themselves,
There disfranchised persons include generally
the whole army of those who now hold or have
hitherto held oflice. With few exceptions,all these
persons were active Rebels, and are bitterly
opposed Lo reconstruciion uuder the aots of
Congress: opposed, in fact, 1o any reconstruction
whatever except suach as would leave them in
precigely the same politieal condition as if
there had been no rebellion and no war., Even
such a recoustruction as this they would only
accept a8 o necessity of the situstion, with the
purpose to renew in Congress, and per-
petuate among themselves as npearly as
nouihh- the same conditions which existed

efore the war, General Pope is confident that
reconstruction will be satigfactorily accom-
plished in thig district, in :Pi!e of the open and
active opposition of the disloyal reactionists,
Alabama will give not less than ten thousand
majority of white votes for recopstruction, and
Georgia will zive a white majority in the same di-
rection. Notlessthan three-tonrths ofthe colored
vote in cach of these Siates will be cast for re-
construction. The same remarks are substan.
tially true of Florida. It is, however, his duty
to state, In his judement, the condition of affairs
in the Southern States, even should reconstruce-
tion be satlsfactorily accomplished, will ol
neeessity be a reproduction, m 4 more or less
modified degree, of what now exists in
Tennesses, unless rome measures are adopted to
free the country of the turbulent apd disloyal
leaders of the reactionary party.
